2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, alone or 
in combination did not show or teach an injection nozzle including the combination of a first 
drive piston drive-connected to the first nozzle needle, the first drive piston having a booster 
surface hydraulically coupled to a control surface of the control piston by a first hydraulic 
pressure transmission path, and a second drive piston drive-coupled to the second nozzle needle, 
the second drive piston having a second booster surface hydraulically coupled to a control
